The 
original card was intaglio printed, so the “raised sur- 
face” should be distinguishable, but don’t buy it if 
you can “feel” it!

I thank Greg Alexander (304) for continuing to con- 
tribute interesting information to this publication 
and, as I note below, encourage more of you to do so. 
As the phrase goes, “no experience necessary”! 


It would appear to me that Washington and Jefferson 
were used on SO-5, and the latter on SO-10; Jackson 
on SO-125; and Washington again on SO-126, and 
the series SO-139-143 Postmaster’s. I have the same 
problem as Greg, I don’t have all the FSO or F cards 
to “catch” the additional uses. With the costs of 
engraving, it does not surprise me that it would be 
used many times as, i.e., for their “monies worth”! 


In that regard, an article in the 2 December 2002 issue 
of Linn’s Stamp News, entitled “Engraved stamps cost 
the USPS a bundle of money”, Charles Snee, wrote 
about the Pan-Am Inverts sheet, which was printed 
by the Banknote Corporation of America by “by two 
methods on two presses. One [press] uses recessed- 
engraved intaglio plates to print the invert reproduc- 
tions directly on the paper, while for the 80¢ stamps 
the other uses offset lithography, an indirect 
method.” 


According to “a BCA representative”, the “difficul- 
ties processing the intaglio-printed, gummed stamp 
paper through the sheet-fed offset printer...caused 
some production problems”. 


The original engraved | 
steel dies created for] 
the 1901 printing were 
loaned to the Postal 
Service by the BEP, & 
the printer of the orig-| 
inal 1901 issue. ne 
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“The dies for each of 
the three stamps were 
in two parts: vignette 
and frame. Rather 
than chance possible 
damage to the 100-year old dies, BCA printers 
pressed each of the dies into a high-emulsion film to 
create a photographic proof. 


“A matching intaglio proof made from each die was 
meticulously compared to the photo proof to ensure 
that every engraved line was reproduced. Once 
checked and approved, the film was used as the 
basis to create intaglio plates for the new stamps. 


“Separate plates were created for the vignettes and 
for the frames. The intaglio stamps were printed in 
two individual passes through the presses. In short, 
the...sheets were a production and, ultimately, a 
financial headache for the Postal Service.” 


Reportedly, 1,598,000 sheets (11,186,000 stamps) 
were produced at a cost of $691,630, or $61.83/ 1,000. 
The face value of the sheet,with four 80¢ stamps was 
$3.27! (What rate was 80¢?) This at a time when other 
commemorative stamps in fiscal year 2001 were 
being produced for between $3.33 (Peanuts) and 
$8.73 (Madison) per 1,000, the latter being another 
intaglio/ offset process, but with only 70,000 printed. 


It is no wonder then, that intaglio gets the blame for 
“high costs.” That is true but, in my opinion, poor 
planning and “stupidity”, at worst, or “lack of expe- 
rience”, at best, cost even more! There are countries 
that still produce intaglio stamps on a regular basis. 
Unfortunately, ours is not one of them!

| presume you recognize the souvenir card 
at right, even in its 50% reduction. What you 
may not be aware of is, although issued by 
the Post Office Department, for a Philatelic 
Congress, it has numismatic overtones. 


Translation of the text: “ ‘Disembarkation 
(Landing) of Columbus,’ according to a 
painting by (John) Vanderlyn that is found 
in the rotunda of the Capitol in Washington. 
Also used for the design of a 15¢ stamp 
issued in 1859 and for the 2¢ stamp of the 
Columbian stamp series of 1893.” 


The vignette was reproduced from an exist- 
ing engraving of Lorenzo Hatch’s design of 
the back of the $5 National Bank Note, Series 
1875. Hatch (1856-1914) became, at 18, the 
youngest apprentice at the BEP, where he worked 
until 1887. He joined the Western Bank Note 
Company in 1888 and then the International Bank 
Note Company in New York from 1889 to 1908. 


The BEP used the vignette again on ESPANA’84 (B- 
67) and in an uncompleted bank note, FUN’92 (B- 
153), and finally the original $5 bank note, ANA’92 
(B-159). 


So, for those who collect by theme, this could be the 
first “numismatic” card. (Scott considers the first to 
be ANA’69 (B-2). A comparative listing was provid- 
ed in the last issue of this Journal.) 


Apparently the cards were either given away or sold 
for a nominal ($1.00 ?) fee to show goers/ collectors. 


QUESTIONS & ANSWERS-1 


[A member has suggested that we promote the 
exchange of information, i.e., the title, via this 
Journal. I am more than willing to comply, and ask 
you to send in your (title) comments. Ed.] 


Q-001: When I was reviewing my collection of sou- 
venir cards I found that I had near duplicates of 4 
Bureau cards that were issued in 2001—numbers B- 
251 (FUN), B-252 (IPMS), B-254 (ANA)and B-257 
(LBCC). Four of them have the name of the show 
where they were issued. And the other four are miss- 
ing that information. In all other respects they are the 
same. Why did the Bureau issue these cards in this 
fashion? 


A-001: What you have are the “A” versions of the 
same card, frequently referred to as “Untitled.” I have 
NO idea why they chose to issue them that way!

The BEP reportedly printed 15,000 cards, giving 
10,390 to the Post Office for distribution. At the 
Congress the cards were set out as a free memento 
for the participants. There is no record of how many, 
of either, were left and/or what happened to them! 


Although the next Postal Service (PS-2) card would 
not appear until 1968, two “standards” were estab- 
lished by this card: the size, 8’x6”; and that the 
Service would issue cards only for foreign, rather 
than domestic, stamp shows. This left the BEP to fill 
the demand for domestic philatelic and numismatic 
shows. Unfortunately, neither produce cards for 
stamp shows any longer, and the Postal Service gave 
up producing any cards at all in 1992! 


Membership 


From my records, the “A” version sold for 25¢ more 
than the basic card at $6.25. Those prices don’t mean 
anything today, especially since there were apparent- 
ly a lot of collectors who were not aware of the “A” 
version. (I do NOT list them in the Visual Reference, 
perhaps I should.) Ed. 


©Q-002: The BEP used to list the show dates on their 
cards when they issued them at shows. Then they 
stopped, and only listed the name, month, and loca- 
tion in which they were and the card issued. Why? 


A-002: More than once, the show dates were changed 
after the cards were produced, and it became an 
embarassment, so the day dates were eliminated.

HAE BE > DESIGN PROCESS 


I’ve always been curious about the process the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing follows when they 
select designs and vignettes for their annual intaglio 
prints series. So when the opportunity arose while 
writing the BEP on a different subject, I decided to 
ask. 


I was referred to Karen Q. Smith, the BEP’s 
Marketing Specialist/ Exhibits Coordinator, and the 
lead on creation and development of the Intaglio 
Print Program. As she explained by email: 


“...Regarding the process of developing a program, 
first we build a team which will typically consist of 
marketing staff, engravers, designers, printers, and 
any additional appropriate personnel who would be 
considered ‘subject matter experts.’ 


“Our theme is typically based on historical signifi- 
cance, events, venues, history, important figures, 
symbols of America, etc. The designs that we use for 
the cards are also based on available images within 
our Historical Resource Center. Once we have a list 
of images, we will extract the dies from our vaults to 
check the usability and structure to ensure that they 
are not damaged and can withstand the intaglio 
print process. This is the beginning of the process 
that will result in a very beautiful engraved print.” 


The design task, I learned, typically falls to a single 
designer, alternating from year to year. The 2013 
intaglio cards were the work of Banknote Designer 
Apprentice Marie Metz. She submitted her ideas and 
rough drafts to the committee, which then approved 
or rejected them throughout the process. This 
“design by committee” approach has varying

degrees of success, but the latest results were excel- 
lent, in my opinion. 


Both Karen and Marie were very appreciative of my 
positive comments on the 2013 series of prints. I got 
the distinct impression that they rarely receive much 
input from the collector community — and that praise 
goes a long way.

However, since that work reduces (and loses) 
some of the beauty of the engraving skills, this cur- 
rent article will try to reproduce them closer to their 
original size.

Press Souvenir Card album—sized so that the cards 
would all fit horizontally, and resulting in an album 
that would not fit on most shelves—it was awkward 
to use. In addition, the paper and card-stock items, 
were apparently planned to be placed over the print- 
ed illustrations in the booklets that came (same size) 
in the packets. It appears the “corner mounts” were 
provided. (I have previously commented on my 
objections to such mounts.) 


According to Dr. Radford, “Apparently the series did 
not generate an adequate response” as it was termi- 
nated after only ten packets were produced. He also 
indicates that the number of subscribers “is not 
known”, but “A total of 10,000 sets were printed.” I 
question what may have happened to those sets, as 
far as I can tell, there do not seem to be many in the 
“marketplace” and, as such, there may be many 
members who have never heard of or seen them.

ABNCo/ Whittnauer 


During the 1970s, American Bank Note Company 
experimented with several collaborative ventures to 
boost their bottom line. These included the “Opening 
of the West” portfolio series with Time-Life Books 
[see page 5] and the “Historic American Currency” 
series with International Silver Co., pairing engraved 
silver plates with intaglio banknote reprints (see 4Q 
2007 SCJ for details). 


[he first of these projects was undertaken in 1972 
jointly with the Wittnauer Mint. Wittnauer had pro- 
duced 36 sterling silver medals commemorating all 
the U.S. presidents to date. ABNC printed intaglio 
counterparts from their collection of engraved presi- 
dential portraits. A hole was die-cut in the card stock 
below the portrait (Fig. 1, below) into which the 
medal fit, and the set was combined in a Lucite hold- 
er (Fig. 2, right). Each was marked “American Bank 
Note Company” at the bottom.

[ can’t say I’m a fan of the medals. Wittnauer created 
two versions, both a little more than a troy ounce of 
silver—a matte-finish, pewter-like medal and a 
proof-like medal, plated in gold (Fig. 3, below). Both 
used similar high-relief designs, which generally 
don’t do justice to their subjects, in my opinion. Only 
the matte-finish medals were used for the ABNC 


pairing. 





The portraits, of course, are superb examples of the 
engraver’s art. I have been able to assemble 32 of the 
36, missing only Tyler, Polk, Lincoln, and Andrew 
Johnson. Shown here are composite panels of the 
cropped portrait cards (Fig. 4-7). 


Many of these were executed while the presidents 
they depict were still living. Those originating in the 


1830s to the 1860s frequently appear on obsolete ban- 
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knotes and occasionally on stocks 


and bonds. They also appear on ie , 
one ABNC souvenir card and al °F 3 
number of forerunner cards, oo, Va, 
which are listed _ below.

Additionally, most show up in 
the American Bank Note Archive 
Series portfolios and a good 
many can be found on USPS 
Commemorative Panels. The 
Buchanan portrait appears on a 
reprint of a Washington, DC $20 
Union Bank of Columbia note 
(right), which is part of the ABNC Paper Money 
Collection (2Q 2008 SCJ). 


Most of the portraits match the gallery of presidents 
that appear in “The Story of the American Bank Note 
Company” (see 2Q 2013 SC] for images)—but at least 
three are different. The images of James Buchanan 
and Franklin Pierce differ from those in the book, 
and the square framed portrait of Zachary Taylor is 
quite unusual and unlike any of the others in the 
series. I’ve not seen this particular engraving on any 
banknote or security. [f another collector can supply 
scans of the four missing presidents I would be inter- 
ested to know whether other varieties of ABNC pres- 
idential portraits exist.

The Hendersonville Coin Club is rather small. The 
railroad theme was chosen because this is an old rail- 
road town.
